Vera Cruz, Mexico, April 22-The American ma- 


rines have captured Vera Cruz. They hold the city 
hall, the federal barracks and the principal parks. 


The marines and blue jackets advanced through 


the streets using machine guns and rifles in dis- 
lodging sharp shooters and sweeping the thorough- 
fares of-persons who resisted the advance. 


Shells from war ships wrecked many houses. Non-combatants 


in safety zones fought for places of vantage to 
watch the 
battle. 


Resistance wns mostly on the part of civilians of the lower class. 
Two marines were wounded in an attack on one building. 


During Hie morning the mayor called or. Cor-snl Canada. Noth 


ing wxi done at the conference. Mnny arrests were being made 
in Vera Crni during a house to house search for armed Mexicans. 


Washington, April 22-American operations in 


Mexico at .Vera Cruz took on renewed aspects of 
war today when Rear Admiral Badger landed more 
marines from the Atlantic flest and the United 
States proceeded to take the entire city. While the or- 
ders of the president were being carried out to the 
letter it was apparent at the White House that the 
United States will "sit tight" at Vera Cruz and 
that no further steps of pacification will be taken at 
this time. 


For the present it was declared on hijjh official 
authority 


that the force at Vera Cruz would hold the city to convince Hu 
erta that this government means business and 
that 
no action 


would be taken at Tampico unless there is retiilitory action on the 
part of the Huerta government. No orders, it wns stated, had been 
sent to the officers with reference to landing at Tampico. 


Admiral Badger will remain at Vera Cruz until furthr 
no- 


tice. 
No advancement 
further than Vera Crnz on the part of 


the United States forces, it was made plain, would be undertaken 
unless some avert net on the part of Huerta and his 
followers 


should precipitate further trouble and make more aggressive ac- 
tion necessary. Despite the purpose of the administration to con 
line the operations at Vera Cruz, the situr.tion took on an ominous 
aspect which indicated more serious
